Accompanying the Petition for Discharge of 
E. Howard Hunt, personal representative of the above 
named estate, is his accounting. We have not seen 
vouchers nor cancelled checks for any of the items 
for which he requicfes credit; and an indication of 
payment of the gravesite and opening and closing of 
the grave, as evidenced by a copy of a letter from 
a member of the clergy. 

Furthermore, there is no accounting for the $10,000 
retrieved from Mrs. Hunt's person at the time of the air- 
plane crash as reported in the Washington Post of January 20 
1973. According to that item, the money was turned over 
"to a lawyer for her estate". Verbal statements have been 
given me that it was contended that this was not the 
decedent's money but no sworn statement to that effect 
has been filed. 

In the meantime we have a Petition for Appointment 
of Successor Personal Representative, namely, William F. 
Buckley, Jr., along with his appointment of Resident Agent 
and a bond. 
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
